The 
weight limit for parcels to members 
of the Canadian fighting forces over- 
seas is 11 pounds.

Indirect’ ratt6ning of bus travel 
through restrictions prohibiting the 
carrying of a bus passenger more 
than 60 miles in one continuous

The order, effective November 15, 
does not apply where noother ‘‘rea- 
sonably direct’’ form of public trans- 
portation is available 

Under instructions from transit 
controller G.S Gray, regional ran 
sit offices have mailed notices to 
public vehicle operators. The in- 
structions will not prevent the carry- 
ing of a passenger on a A) mile 
found trip) but will prohibit the 
sale of a ticket for any continuous 
journey of more than 50 miles, except 
on routes approved by the controller, 

The letter to the operators read in 
part: ° The principal on which this 
order is based is that, in the light of 
the present emergency, and the dras- 
tic used to curtail the use of gasolene 
rubber and labor, the most effective 
and necessary use of bus Cperation 
is in local service A journey in 
excess of 50 miles cannot be, and is 
not, deemed to full within this cate- 
gory 

‘In the vast majority of instances, 
journeys in excess of FO miles can be 
made by rail, even though they may 
entail some inconvenience, and pos 
sibly add expense. Where buses 
provide the sole means means of 
transportation, or where other meaus 
are hopelessly inconvenient, excep- 
tions will be made to the general or- 
der, each case being judged on its
